Daily Racing Form presents its readers 
-with an excellent portrait of a good colt, Tra- 
verser, the 3-year-oid son of Rossington and 
Betsy Broeck. Just how good Traverser is 
must be left to the campaign of the coming 
year to determine, but one thing is quite cer- 
tain and that is that in point of mere speed few 
will be found to excel him, provided, of course, 
that he retains the form that has marked his 
career so far. 

The point yet to be solved in the case of 
Traverser is his staying powers. His dazzling 
speed and his ability to carry high weight were 
amply established last year, but in his single 
essay at a mile he failed. However, it cannot 
be said that he was disgraced on that occasion, 
since he carried 120 pounds to Lieber Karl’s 108, 
and the latter good colt ran the mile race in 
1 :40, a record for 2-year-olds. Traverser ran at 
least in 1 :41, if not better. It is evident at 
least that his owner has no doubt of his ability 
to stay, since besides entering him in the Brook- 
lyn Handicap he has also nominated him for the 
^Brighton Cup, 2 1-4 miles. 

Traverser has started in sixteen races, of 
which he has won twelve, second once and three 
umes unplaced. He has won all of his races in 
California and seems to be the best 3-year-old 
there. He has to his credit such performances : 
live furlongs in 1:004; five and a half furlongs 
in 1 :061 : six furlongs in 1 :14; six and a half fur- 
longs in 1 :19i and has defeated such good ones 
\ as Tea Rose HI, Presbyterian, Dr. Sharp, Count 
^ of Flanders, Enchanter, Ben Hadad, Aspasia II, 
■ St, Callatine, Tripping, Pingree and many 
others high up in the winning division.

A bit on the light order but very racy- 
looking is the Sir Dixon colt out of the King 
Alfonso mare, Alpena. The sister of Typhoon 

II has. fair substance and has the same clean- 
cut, speedy look as her 4-year-old brother had 
at her age. The Cleopatra filly, half-sister to 
Caesarian, is on the small side but very neat 
and raoy-looking. Of the fillies, however, the 
most promising looking is a rakish brown, 
with good bone and a wear-and-tear look, by

out of Elkhorn Lass. 

“The Spendthrift colt is on the plain order,but 
is an improvin«r sort. Of the older horses, Leh- 
man looks as fresh as ever, while Irish Reel, 
which will shortly go on a visit to Knight of 
Ellerslie, has put on a lot of flesh. The inten- 
tion is to keep her in training another season, 
or at least as long as advisable should she 
prove to bo in foal. 

“The 4-year-old Haphazard is going to be 
schooled for jumping, and with his turn of 
speed he ought to prove smart at the game. 
George Keene has not grown much taller, being 



now barely 15.2, but he is a lengthy, well fur- 
nished 3-year-old on short legs, and as he is 
sound and clean of limb this game son of Onon- 
daga will be heard from in stake events. 

“Nosey has furnished considerably, but he 
lacks scope and reach to do anything more than 
of the selling-plate class. That consistent per- 
former Dolando I had almost forgotten to men- 
tion, and he looks as if he might prove better 
than ever. Uncle Louis, 3, by Iroquois, is the 
first foal of Yorkville Belle. He is a nice little 
horse on the pattern of his dam. Mr. Baiter, 
the high-priced Iroquois— Carlotta colt, has 
grown well, too.”
